A comparison - October 19l|0 to September I9I4O and October 1939 

October Payments Drop 16.8$ from September 

Pre-seasonal activity in citrus and tourist centers and large-scale 
operations on National Defense projects resulted in a decrease of $139 * 851* 50 • 
from the September total. The total amount of payments during September 
was $83U,i4-92.50 while the October total was only I69I4., 61+1.00. The October 
total exceeded the $i+98,7l4-9»37 paid out during October 1939. by 39*3%» 

Claims Keceived Drop 15% 

In keeping with the 16.8$ decrease in payments was the 13% decline in the 
number of Florida claims received during the month. Decreases were recorded 
for all types of Florida claims: initial, compensable and waiting period. The 
October total exceeded that of October 1939 by ll+.8$. 

Agent State Claims Jump 1+3% 

An influx of workers from other states into Florida was indicated by the 
13,201+ claims filed through Florida offices of the Employment Service against 
the Unemployment Compensation systems of other States. The number of agent 
state claims filed during October comprised a i+3 • 1/5 increase over the 9*229 
such claims filed during September. The October 19l\Q total exceeded the October 
1939 total by 78%. 

Liable State Claims Drop 2J% 

The number of claims filed through the offices of other State Employment 
Services on the basis of wages earned in Florida dropped from the September 
total of 7,592 to 5,828 in October. This numerical drop of 1,76X4. constituted 
a decrease of 23.2$. The October total was a decrease of 20.3$ from that of 
October 1939. 

Initial Determinations Increase l6»5$ 

The number of initial determinations made during October totaled 6,651 - 
l6»5/o more than the 5»7H such determinations made during September. The 
number of determinations allowing eligibility decreased in proportion to the 
number finding ineligibility as the number of determinations of eligibility 
increased only 6% over the previous month while the number of determinations of 
inelifibility increased 27*6/2. The October total exceeded that of October 
1939 by 6.6$, 

Number of Field Visits Increase 3l+»2$ 



The number of visits to prospective employers made by personnel of the 
Florida State Employment Service during October totaled 98I4. to top by 3l+»2$ 
the 733 such visits made during September. Despite the increase over September, 
a decrease of 33*3$ from the total for October 1939 was recorded.

New Applications Rise Sharply 

Probably due to the approaching citrus and tourist seasons as well as 
the several National Defense projects in this State there was a 78 »3$ rise in 
the number of new applications for employment filed during October. Many 
of these new applicants registered in the Jacksonville office of the Employ- 
ment Service in order to obtain jobs at the Naval Air Base in Jacksonville 
or the National Guard Camp at Camp B landing* The October total exceeded that 
of October 1939 by 79.3$. 

Renewals Decrease 19 .1$ 

The drop in the number of renewals was probably largely due to the 
increase in the number of placements. Many persons who had called at the 
Employment Service office to renew their applications for employment were 
given referrals. The September total for renewals was 7»795 while the 
October total was only 6,281. 

Active File Increases More Than 9,000 

The large number of new applications during October brought the aotive 
file at the end of that month to 7l+,311, an increase of 9,200 or li;.l$ 
over the 65,111 applications in the active file at the end of September. The 
total active file at the end of October was 16$ greater than at the end of 
October 1939. 

Employer Orders Increase 25*6$ 

The number of employer orders for workers to fill job openings increased 
from 2,U& in September to 3»068 in October - an increase of 25.6$, indicat- 
ing a general tightening of the labor market throughout the State. 

Placements Reach New High 

The number of persons placed in employment through the facilities of 
the Florida State Employment Service jumped from ii.,39lj- in September to 
7,982 in October to establish a new high for this activity since the Service 
began operations. Many of these placements were in job openings at Camp 
Blanding, the Naval Air Base in Jacksonville, MoDill Field in Tampa, the 
Sub-Base at Tallahassee and the Naval Air Station in Pensacola. The number 
of placements made in October exceeded those made in September by 81.7$. 

Claimant Placements Decrease 19»1$ 

The number of placements of claimants for unemployment compensation fell 
from 1,000 to 809 to decrease 19.1$. The decrease in this activity from 
October 1939 was by 72.3$. An increase in this item is anticipated during 
November as a result of job openings in the service and citrus packing 
industries. 

Veteran Placements Rise 52.6$ 

Veteran placements rose from 135 to 206 - an increase of 52.6$. This 
total comprised an increase of 2i|..l$ over the October 1939 figures.

The addition of the October payments brings 
the total of all 191+0 payments to $5 , 667 ,1+72 . 13 and the total for the entire 
21 month period of operation to §9,171,5814.58.

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Placements Surpass all Previous Figures 

As a result of the continuing increased activity in Defense Projects 
throughout the State, the number of jobs filled by the public employment 
service reached an'all time high of 7,982. This mark exceeds by 13»9$ the 
previous high of 7,009 reported for Ootober, 1939 • The fact that October of 
both years has been the high month in placement activity does not give an ac- 
curate picture of the activity. The 7,009 placements reported in October 
1939 were made up of approximately 82$ private and]8$ public placements while 
the 7,982 placements for October 19l|.0 consisted of 10, private and 58$ public. 
In 1939 a great many private placements were made in the citrus industries 
during October. To date these industries have been late in beginning 19U0 
operations and therefore this private placement figure has not yet reached its 
anticipated high. On the other hand, the expanding national defense projects 
in the State have resulted in thousands of public placements being made by 
the offices. This type of job opening is still occurring and is expectedto 
continue through November. In addition, many offices in the citrus area anti- 
cipate large orders from citrus establishments which will probably result in 
an increase for November over October in both private and public placement 
activity. 

The construction industry alone accounted for nearly two thirds of the 
total placements reported during the month. This, of course, is directly due 
to the defense work boing carried out in the State. The wholesale and retail 
trade groups, including citrus packing, increased considerably over the pre- 
vious month putting to work 1,199 applicants during October as compared with 
L^ for September. Domestic service and manufacturing were both active in se- 
curing workers from the employment service during the month accounting for 
719 and 1+11 placements respectively. 

Unskilled labor was required for most of the job openings accounting 
for l+,270 of the 7*982 placements. Most of these workers filled jobs on the 
public projects in connection with the defense program. The service and 
skilled worker groups were also well represented in number of job openings 
filled during the period, accounting for 1,320 and 1,015 placements respec- 
tively. 

Increase in New Applications and Active File 

New applications taken in October represented an increase of 78.3$ 
over September 19i+0 and 79»3$ over October 1939* This influx of new appli- 
cants to the employment offices is indicative of a broader use of the public 
employment service by job seekers rather than to an increased volume of un- 
employment. Likewise, the increased active file figure of li+.l/o over Septem- 
ber represents an increase in the percentage of the total number of unemployed 
workers who are now registered with the service. Many of these applicants 
have been unemployed for some time but have not filed applications with the 
local employment offices. Some local offices have estimated that where the 
active file figure formerly represented approximately 50$ of the unemployed in 
their area this coverage has now been increased to approximately 80$, The 
part played by the employment service in recruiting workers for the national 
defense projects has been largely responsible for this increased coverage.

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VETERAN ACTIVITIES 

During the month of October veteran placements reached a new high of 206. 
This is 2$ of the total (973) for the ten months, January through October 19U0. 

Jacksonville made the greatest number of veteran placements with 66, which 
is in proportion to their increased total placements. The new applications 
increased from 333 in September to 1;87; the largest part of this increase was 
accounted for by Jacksonville (76 in September). 

While the active file of veterans shows an increase over the previous month, 
this figure should not be construed to indicate an inoreased number of unemployed 
veterans. The true picture lies in the increased usage of the public employment 
offices by unemployed veterans. 

An accurate percentage relationship of registered veterans to the total 
number of veterans unemployed in the State cannot be estimated from data now 
available; however, it is not unreasonable to assume that this percentage is 
much larger now than at any time since the inauguration of the present servioe 
in January 1939*

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APPEAL TRIBUNAL DECISION 

The following is an excerpt from an actual case which was recently brought 
before the Appeal Tribunal of the Commission: 

CLAIMS EXAMINER'S DETERMINATION : 

Claimant was determined eligible with a weekly benefit amount of $15*00 
but was dioqualified for the week ending September lU, and the three weeks 
immediately thereafter for misconduct in connection with his work. 

FINDING OF FACT : 

From the evidence before him it appears to the Referee that claimant was 
formerly employed as a maintenance engineer by this employer at "X", Florida} 
that claimant had been employed for approximately three years prior to his sep- 
aration from workj that the employer had become suspicious of the fact that 
claimant had appeared on the Job under the influence of alcoholic drink. The 
employer made no direct representations to the Commission that this suspicion had 
been proved, nor does it appear that an act of this kind occurred immediately 
prior to claimant's actual discharge. It is of some significance that the em- 
ployer failed to appear at the hearing in order to protect its own interests or 
to assist the Referee in obtaining all of the facts in the case. 

The Referee, after careful examination of the record and the testimony of 
the claimant, finds that claimant was discharged by the employer but that it 
does not appear that his discharge was for misconduct in connection with his work. 
It appears more likely that the employer was of the opinion that claimant was no 
longer a suitable employee in his position. 

REASONS FOR DECISION: 



The evidence before the Referee in this case fails to show that claimant 
was discharged for misconduct in connection with his work. It merely indicates 
that claimant may have been discharged because of his general attitude toward 
his work. The fact that the employer may have been suspicious that the claim- 
ant appeared for work under the influence of alcoholic drink is not sufficient 
evidence of misconduct. If the claimant were guilty of misconduct in this 
manner and the employer condoned it by continuing him in employment for several 
months, the Referee would not be inclined to agree that a discharge several 
months after such incident was discharge for misconduct in connection with his 
work within the meaning of the Florida Unemployment Compensation Law. 

The only evidence before the Referee as to the time when claimant may have 
appeared at work under some influence of intoxicating drink is the testimony of 
the claimant himself. He testified that he had appeared at work several months 
prior to his separation from work after drinking one or two bottles of beer 
but that at no time within several months prior to his separation had he appeared 
on the job under the influence of intoxicating drink. 

DECISION : 

The decision of the Examiner disqualifying claimant for misconduct is 
hereby reversed.
